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NCA asks USDA to revise 
American dietary guidelines 


The National Cattle¬ 
men’s Assn, recently asked 
USDA to review and revise 
the government’s "Dietary 
Guidelines for Americans." 

The NCA request was 
made in a letter from NCA. 
President J.W. (Bill) Swan 
to John Bode, deputy assis¬ 
tant secretrary of agri¬ 



culture for food and con¬ 
sumer services. The letter 
was accompanied by 94 
citations and quotations 
from scientific reports 
which question or contra¬ 
dict the diet-fab-cholesterol- 
heart disease hypothesis. 

Swan urged that USDA 
review scientific reports 
dealing with the contro¬ 
versial diet-heart hypothe¬ 
sis and then revise the 
quidelines so that they ore 
more in keeping with cur¬ 
rent evidence. In the mean¬ 
time, he said, USDA 
should cease publication 
and distribution of the 
guidelines. (The guidelines 
were originally published 
by USDA and the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services in 1980. The pub¬ 


lication is now available on 
a for-purchase basis.) 

"Of primary concern," 
Swan told USDA, "is the 
blanket recommendation to 
avoid or cut back on the 
consumption of saturated 
fob and/or cholesterol as a 
way to reduce the incidence 
of heart disease. Through 
repetition and interpreta¬ 
tion by the media aud 
others, many persons have 
taken this to mean 'eat less 
meat’.'* 

The basic thrust of the 
scientific comments sub¬ 
mitted to USDA is that the 
diet-heart hypothesis re¬ 
mains unproven, that it 
should not be used as the 
basis for blanket recom¬ 
mendations of dietary

CAST suggests more 
animal research studies 


Additional research is i 
needed to determine if t 
some animal husbandry i 
practices subject livestock 1 
and poultry to excessive i 
stress, according to a j 
report compiled by the i 
council for agricultural 
science and technology. 1 
In a report entitled 
"scientific aspects of the 
welfare of food animals," 
the group said many com-' 
monly used intensive 
livestock and poultry pro¬ 
duction practices appar¬ 
ently do not cause the ani¬ 
mals involved undue 
stress. The group noted 
there currently exists no 
totally objective way to 
gauge stress. 

CAST said the poultry 
industry should place more 
emphasis on controlling 
ammonia levels in the air in 
poultry bams, designing 
poultry houses to prevent 
high mortality in summer 
heat and adopting way b for 
. . humanely disposing of un- 
^• r ■ wanted baby7chicks and 
turkeys. 

Additional research is 
needed to find new types of 
flooring for hog confirment 
bams and on the use of 
gestation and farrowing 
stalls or crates in hog pro¬ 
duction. The group said 
productivity and health 
data collected from well- 
managed hog confinement 
operations indicates that 
tail docking, castration, the 
use of gestation and far- 
t. rowing crates . and the 
absence of straw bedding 
does not create stress 
: above the ‘.'acceptable 
range.” 

CAST also suggested ad¬ 
ditional research oh the In¬ 
terplay between produc* 


ranges. However, the 
group said it la important 
to the welfare of the animal 
that castration, dehorning 
and tail docking be per¬ 
formed in wayB that 
minimize pain. 

CAST also said that 
research Is needed to adapt 
and utilize new technology 
to improve the handling 
and environment of 
pnlmala during production 
transportation and 
slaughter to minimize 
stress and avoidable in¬ 
jury.

Predator plan changes 
fail to meet expectation

the Midwest and East, and 
the livestock industry con¬ 
tinues to lose hundreds of 
millions of dollars un¬ 
necessarily. Unfortunately, 
the coyote has nothing to 
fear by this new announce¬ 
ment. 

The announcement at a 
Capitol Hill news con¬ 
ference by U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife's Director Robert 
A. Jantzen, stated that In¬ 
terior had requested the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency the toxicant chem¬ 
ical compound 1080 for use 
in sheep collars, which are 
fitted on a sheep so that the 
animal biting the sheep's 
neck receives a lethal dose 
of the poison. 

Jantzen also said that hie 
agency was preparing an 
application to EPA for a 
limited experimental use 
permit to conduct field 
trials of 1080 and other 
delivery systems and was 
revising the policy on “den¬ 
ning" so that it might be 
used as a control method in 
restricted circumstances. 

In addition, the Fish and 
Wildlife director said he 
plana to recommend that 

EPA modify 10 of the 28 
existing restrictions on the 
"M-44,’’ a baited, Bpring- 
activated device that kills 
coyotes. 

Officials of the livestock 
industry are particularly 
distraught over the an¬ 
nouncement because, even 
if fully implemented, the 
changes announced by the 
agency mean that the con¬ 
trol program would revert 
\ldWlfift;^tectIon level 
when controls were inade¬ 
quate and livestock losses 
were high, Meike said. 

Further research on 1080 
is unnecessary, livestock 
officials contend, because 
there is sufficient research 
already available to sup¬ 
port the safety and re-reg- 
iatratlon of Compound 
1080. Livestock officials 
expected the Interior 
Department to rescind the 


1972 Executive Order of 
President Nixon which 
banned the ubb of the toxi¬ 
cant on the public lands. 

“Instead,” Meike said, 
"we are now looking at at 
least another two years of 
delay while more unneeded 
research is conducted . In 
the meantime, more live¬ 
stock operators will be 
forced out of business, con¬ 
sumer prices will rise for 
meat, and the public safety 
of citizens in areas of 
coyote predation will con¬ 
tinue to remain in severe 
jeopardy." 

“The ban on 1080 must 
be lifted immediately 1 " Tye 
Moore, president of the 
Public Lands Council said. 

1 ‘The Department of the In¬ 
terior must take its respon¬ 
sibility seriously and move 
quickly to pub in place a 
program that will legit¬ 
imately work, protect live¬ 
stock and move quickly to 
put in place a program that 
will legitimately work, pro¬ 
tect livestock, and end the 
horrible and uncontrolled 
reign of scavenging and 
dangerous predators,” he 
said. 

Senate postpones 
safety legislation 

Joint Senate Agriculture 
Committee and Labor and 
Human Resource Commit¬ 
tee hearings on pending 
food safety legislation have 
once again been postponed, 
this time until after the 
first of the year. 

Senate Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Jesse 
Helms (R.-N.C.),, said the 
extended House-Senate 
conference on the 1981 
farm bill has precluded the 
committee’s having suffi¬ 
cient time for reviewing the 
safety legislation. The 
hearings previously had 
been scheduled for Dec. 1-2.

The 
French, however, insisted 
such a policy must follow 
imposition of Btrlct 
measures to limit imports 
of grain substitutes. Other 
countries are willing to link 


gradual grain-price de¬ 
clines with gradual restric¬ 
tions on these imports. 

Thatcher said EEC for¬ 
eign ministers would meet 
to resolve these issues 
within the next two 
months, If not before 
Christmas. Their solutions 
would have to be approved 
by heads of government.

Every chain that 
tied Into the campaign with 
posters, recipes and store 
ads showed volume in¬ 
creases. 

The campaign was fin¬ 
anced by the Beef Industry 
Council, the Nebraska Beef 
Industry Foundation and a 
dozen other beef councils 
across the country. This 
campaign will be tho last 
one using the “Make Ends 
Meat with the Great Taste 
of Beef” theme that the 
beef industry has been us¬ 
ing during 1981 Hartmann 
said. 

11 It also was the last cam¬ 
paign scheduled concen¬ 
trating on just a few cities, 
rather than the nation as a 
whole, 1 * Hartmann said. 
"The 1982 campaign will 
be a radical departure from 
previous schedules, .themes 
and spending levels. The 
beef industry has nothing 
like it before.” 

The just completed fall 


campaign ran from mid- 
September to mid-October, 
with information on sales 
activity collected before 
the campaign, during the 
campaign and alter the 
campaign so as to make 
comparisons on the cam¬ 
paign's effects. 

"The fall campaign has 
generated much positive 
consumer response," Jim 
Olson, Beef Industry Coun¬ 
cil promotion manager 
seid.

"The NBIF is very 
pleased with the prelimin¬ 
ary results of tire cam¬ 
paign," Hartmann said.

American dietary guidelines

change and Lhat thure 
would ha health risks to 
many persons if they were 
to alter their diets. 

NCA'a submission of the 
scientific citations to 
USDA followed previous 
contacts with the agency. 
NCA had voiced concern 
about the guidelines, and 
USDA had indicated that 
It would welcome addi¬ 
tional information and 
views related to the guide¬ 
lines. 

Points made by NCA in 
its letter included: 

• The alleged relation¬ 
ship between dietary cho¬ 
lesterol and heart diseaso is 
based on an unproven and 
controversial hypothesis. 
There still Is no cause-and- 
effect evidence to indicate 
that a reduction hi con¬ 
sumption of red meat and 
othor animal products will 
improve hoalLh, 

* Government should not 
try to give blanket dietary 
advice to all Americans. 
The so-called “prudent" 
diet is not without risk. 

i The American Medical 
Assn, says tliat persons 
falling into risk categories 
on the basis of their blood 
lipid profiles should be 
given individual dietary ad¬ 
vice. 

•The American diet is 
not pathogenic (except that 
many persons oat too 
much). Health in the U.S. 
has continued to improve a 
and longevity has increas¬ 
ed, Tills Improvement has 


come at the muni! time that 
average per capita use of 
meat lias increased. 

• The recommendation to 
“avoid too much fat. Bat¬ 
ura Led fat and cholesterol" 
(1) implies that a causc-and- 
effcct relationship exists 
between dietary saturated 
fat and cholesterol and 
haart disease (although 
such relationship is not 
proven); (2) suggest that 
the government has ac¬ 
cepted the controversial 
theory as fact; (3) conveys 
an unwarranted negative 
connotation about beef; (4) 
establishes national nutri¬ 
tion policy without proper 
input from the public or ef¬ 
fected industries and with¬ 
out statutory authority; 
and (5)meana that the fed¬ 
eral government is making 


blanket dietary recommen¬ 
dations without & sound 
scientific basis. 

USDA has said that it 
will continue distributing 
the Dietary Guidelines (for 
a fee), but it also has said 
that it will "review the 
guidelines periodically to 
make sure they are consis¬ 
tent with current know¬ 
ledge." 

NCA said it was submit¬ 
ting the letter and scien¬ 
tific citations in order to 
cite the increasing evidence

Film, televtsion and color 
brochures tell the success 
story of Australian aheep 
breeder Kim Kelly’s 
method of performance¬ 
recording stud breeding. 

Kelly believes that the 
1 2 -year-old - performance 
recording system which is 
part of a service run by the 
South Australian Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, is bet¬ 
ter explained by video than 
word of mouth. 

“The figures tell the 
story,” said Kelly. "But 
telling people how perfor¬ 
mance recording works is 
not easy at Bhows and 
sales—and it's not prac¬ 
tical to get all potential 
buyers on the property." 

"Now, so many people 
have film projectors and 
video tape players, we've 
made a 10-minute film and 
produced a color brochure 
to explain the system." 

Sheep breeding has been 
a Kelly family busineBB in 
Merrindie since 1860. The 
flock of sheep that are cur¬ 
rently bred there—the Poll 
Dorset flock—was esta¬ 
blished in 1966. 

The year 1969 marked an 
Important change for sheep 

breeding in Merrindie. A 
new system of breeding se¬ 


lection called performance 
recording augmented the 
standard method of visual 
assessment. 

The new method is based 
on careful records kept by 
the stud which are process¬ 
ed by computer to give in¬ 
formation on which young 
sheep can be truly assessed 
in comparison with each 
other after variables aris¬ 
ing from non-genetic ef¬ 
fects have been removed. 

Kelly believes the system 
can be incorporated suc¬ 
cessfully into traditional 
Btud breeding practices. 
“H'b just a case of using 
additional criteria selec¬ 
tion," he explained. 

“It'B obvious that when 
selection for growth rate 
pnd fertility is based on 
visual appraisal, it cannot 
be as effective as when 
based on careful measure¬ 
ments which allow the com¬ 
parison of sheep on an 
equal basis.” 

Tests conducted by the 
South Australian Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture have 
shown the Merrindie Poll 
Dorset ewes to have super¬ 
ior growth rate while main¬ 
taining breed type.
